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THE GLORY OF GOD 


HEN THE COUNTLEss number and magnitude of the 

celestial bodies are considered, together with the 
immensity of the space in which they float, one can do 
nothing less than humbly acknowledge the majesty and 
and greatness of our Almighty God. His contempla- 
tion of the works of the Creator led the Psalmist to 
exclaim: “The heavens declare the glory of God; and 
the firmament sheweth his handywork” (Ps. 19: 1). 


On the cover of this issue of DEsTINy is a photograph 
of the Andromeda Nebula, a spiral system similar to 
our Milky Way, whirling nine quintillion miles from 
earth. This is but one of the millions or more of gal- 
axies of stars peopling our heavens, extending far 
beyond what the eye can behold and the average mind 
comprehend. Yet, while this physical aspect of the uni- 
verse is awe-inspiring enough, the imaginary figures 
into which certain stars are grouped produce no less 
degree of wonderment in the significance of what they 
portray. 


The evidence of the antiquity of the constellations 
and the names by which they were known is acknowl- 
edged, but the actual source of the inspiration which 
resulted in the naming and arranging of these pictorial 
star groupings has not been established. Job declares 
it was from God: “By his spirit he hath garnished 
(made bright or beautiful) the heavens; his hand hath 
formed the crooked (or fleeing) serpent’”’ (Job 26: 13). 
The reference here is to the constellation called Hydra 
(the Serpent). 


Actually nothing in the star groupings themselves 
suggests the figures associated with the stars identified 
with them. But by these pictures God revealed Him- 
self and His plans to mankind even before the Bible 
was written. It was their knowledge of this ancient 
revelation that enabled the wise men from the East 
to recognize and understand the meaning of the star 
that appeared in the sign of Virgo, the Virgin, when 
Jesus was born. 


Commencing with this sign, and continuing on 
through the subsequent signs, the entire story of re- 
demption is told in pictorial symbolism, ending in the 
triumph of the Lion of the tribe of Judah, as shown 
in the constellation Leo, depicting a lion coming forth 
to rend the prey. 


Andromeda is represented as a woman with her arms 
and feet in chains; in misery and trouble, helplessly 
bound in the sky. In the Zodiac of Denderah her name 


is SET, which means set up as a queen. In Hebrew it 
is SiRRA, the chained. 


The stars themselves have names which have come 
down to us from remote times, for as the Psalmist 
states, ““He telleth the number of the stars; he calleth 
them all by their names” (Ps. 147: 4). Thus, even in 
the few instances where the original picture has been 
lost, the meaning of the names of the stars facilitate 
its reconstruction. 


The brightest star in the head of Andromeda is 
called AL PHiIRATz in Arabic and it means broken 
down. In Hebrew the name is Mirocu and this means 
the weak. The meanings of the names of other stars 
in this constellation are struck down, the afflicted, the 
weak, etc. 


Thus, the stars of this constellation proclaim the 
woman helplessly bound and in chains to be the cap- 
tive daughter of Zion (Isa. 52: 2). ‘This depicts modern 
Israel today, the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples, just prior 
to their deliverance from bondage by the coming of 
Him who is the glorious King of Israel to rescue His 
people from the enemy within and without. 


In the constellation of Cepheus this glorious King 
is presented, crowned and enthroned in the highest 
heaven. His scepter is in His hand. His name in the 
Zodiac of Denderah is PE-KU-HOR and means this one 
cometh to rule. The name of the brightest star in this 
constellation means coming quickly. 


The stars of the heavens, which God declared were 
to be for “signs” (Gen. 1: 14), testify to the eternal 
truths of the inspired Scriptures. In pictorial group- 
ings they foretold the birth of the Son of God, His 
coming as the Redeemer of Israel and the Saviour of 
the world. ‘There His sacrifice to redeem His people, 
and for the sins of mankind, is graphically portrayed. 


Moreover, of tremendous importance to us of this 
generation, they confirm the fact of the ultimate trium- 
phant return of our Lord as King, when He shall 
destroy His enemies and the enemies of His Kingdom; 
at which time He will exalt His people Israel through 
the establishment of righteousness in the Kingdom olf 
God — by which peace and prosperity will be estab- 
lished throughout the world. Thus, on the great vault 
of the heavens, the whole Divine purpose is illumin- 
ated, showing the great themes of salvation, deliverance 
and restoration in the most grand of illustrations, co- 
ordinating and substantiating all that the Bible teaches!

Inflationary Cancer 





IN Destiny for June 1950, in the editorial entitled 
“Economic Lifeblood,” it was pointed out that gov- 
ernment statisticians and economic experts were giving 
expression to their judgment that business was good 
for a long time to come. The observation was then 
made: 


“All this reminds us of how often an individual may ap- 
pear to be in splendid health and, by his activities, give 
every evidence of endurance and energy, yet be wholly un- 
aware that an internal cancerous growth is rapidly spread- 
ing within him and will shortly reach a stage when vital 
organs are infected and damaged beyond repair. Until the 
very climax the individual’s outward appearance may belie 
the internal diseased condition. The sudden change occurs 
only when the critical stage is reached. 

“What is being overlooked by economists is the diseased 
condition within the economic structure itself. It is like a 
devouring fire, consuming but not replenishing real wealth 
and destroying genuine treasure represented by free oppor- 
tunity and enterprise. These internal weaknesses will con- 
tinue to gnaw away within the economic framework until 
they bring about the collapse of the whole world economy. 
But until that consuming fire reaches certain proportions, 
the outward appearance in all business relations and in 
commerce will appear to be sound. Based upon external 
factors, business is declared to be good. 

“Ezekiel has pointed out (Ez. 28: 18) that the destruction 
of the present world economy will be brought about by a

fire generated from within the system itself that will actually 
lick up its lifeblood. We are witnessing the progress of dis- 
integration through a destroying fire of devaluation as mone- 
tary systems, which give stability to the value of goods in 
commerce and trade, are inflated. All nations today are 
polluting the blood stream of their economy through the 
inflationary expansion of their monetary systems.” 


Again, in Destiny for December 1953, in the edi- 
torial titled “A Consuming Fire,” after pointing out 
the seriousness of the established economic trends, 
both as to excess taxation and inflation, we main- 
tained: 


“If these flames of a consuming fire continue to spread, 
they could readily develop into a major economic holocaust, 
with diminishing returns ultimately affecting all business.” 

Seven years have passed since attention was called 
to the diseased condition within the economic struc- 
ture itself. During this period inflation has become 
the major concern of those who are disturbed about 
what this portends. Even the President of the United 
States, in a sober talk opening the twelfth annual 
meeting of the 64-nation World Bank and Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund on September 25rd, warned of 
a world slump if inflation runs uncurbed. He declared 
that the “world-wide phenomenon” of inflation must 
be curbed before it spins into a depression. 

In modern closely-knit interrelationships among 
nations, no one country can keep its economic diffi-

culties to itself. It is everywhere recognized that what- 
ever happens will be of world-wide proportions. The 
dangerous drift toward disaster is increasing in speed, 
with France hardest hit, Great Britain running a close 
second, and the United States itself following closely 
behind. The consuming flames are now beginning to 
lick at the very foundation itself of the whole world 
economic structure. 


Yet, while warning after warning has been sounded, 
the fires of inflation burn merrily along, with no one 
capable of quenching them and preventing further 
destruction. Meantime, a false sense of economic se- 
curity is engendered by the oft-repeated slogan that 
“Business is fine.” Nevertheless, when one turns to the 
facts of history, as pointed out in “Boastful Acclama- 
tion,” Destiny for October 1956, the outlook is omi- 
nous indeed: 


“When Louis XVI came to the throne in France in 1774, 
the public indebtedness was high, the treasury was exhausted, 
the state in debt and the people burdened with intolerable 
taxation. Unable to solve the problem, though he tried, 
Louis XVI finally appointed as Minister of Finance Alex- 
andre de Calonne. Commenting upon this era of France’s 
economic dilemma, Ridpath, in his History of the World, 
states of Calonne: 

“ ‘Altogether reckless of consequences, or else not fore- 
seeing the inevitable results of such a course, he cheerfully 
adopted the maxim of “After us the deluge!” and proceeded 
to produce a fictitious prosperity by running the state still 
more deeply in debt. He was one of the most plausible 
casuists of his time; and for a season his financial theories 
seemed to be verified by the facts. The French exchequer, 
so to speak, borrowed money, bought champagne, drank to 
intoxication, and imagined itself rich. When the time came 
for payments, still larger loans were contracted; and with 
the coming of the next settlement, still larger. The country 
responded to the stimulus thus afforded, and such was the 
temporary prosperity that the privileged classes began to 
persuade themselves that the deluge would never come. 
Calonne went on from year to year. The mountain of debt 
rose higher and higher. But who cared for debt while the 
country was prosperous? Who cared for the judgment day 
as long as the government flourished and the privileged 
orders were exempt from burdens? History has presented 
many such examples as that afforded by Calonne; but never 
one that did not ultimately collapse in its own magnifi- 
cence.’ 


The parallels are striking and disturbing. Is history 
about to repeat itself, but instead of affecting one 
nation alone, this time the entire world economic 
structure will feel the impact of the disastrous blow 
when, as a result of having been weakened by spiral- 
ing inflation, it suddenly collapses? Time will shortly 
give the answer, but the prophets of the Lord have 
forecast what the outcome is to be — the passing of 
the present world system so that a new and better 
way of life may be established with the ushering in of 
a new order. 








Nine Men 





Is IT MERELY a coincidence that the number of men 
selected to sit upon the Supreme Court of the United 
States is nine and this is the number of finality or 
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judgment? In the Scriptural meaning of numbers, nine 
marks the completeness, the end and issue of all things 
as to man. As E. W. Bullinger points out in his book, 
Number in Scripture,* nine is a number akin to six, 
being the sum of its factors. It is a factor of 666 and 
is thus significant of the end of man and the summa- 
tion of all of man’s works. Relating this to the Su- 
preme Court, we observe man’s failure to solve his 
problems in the highest tribunal in the land, for the 
best efforts of man fall short of perfection. 

Today we face a situation whereby administration 
by court decision emphasizes the impossibility of effec- 
tively substituting judicial pronouncements for legis- 
lative enactments. The most disquieting fact is that the 
Supreme Court has ignored its own established prece- 
dents to further the leftist inclinations of the present 
occupants of the bench who are influenced by capri- 
cious rather than judicial considerations in the verdicts 
they render. The uncertainty of legal procedure is 
made even more uncertain by this flagrant setting aside 
of previously-established precedents. 

Perhaps one of the most disturbing aspects of this 
situation is that the Administration feels it must back 
whatever verdict the court renders, using armed force 
if necessary in order to implement its decisions. The 
situation is alarming, for it places in the hands of nine 
men — most of whom are political appointees to office 
and none of whom are elected by the people — the 
authority to remake our Constitution and impose dis- 
tasteful rulings upon the American people. 

It is quite apparent that political considerations, 
rather than judicial precedents, influence these politi- 
cal appointees in the decisions they are rendering. 
Theoretically there is no limit to the changes that can 
be made in the Constitution and the American way of 
life by men on the high bench of the Supreme Court 
if they are unscrupulous and if subversive trends moti- 
vate their decisions. This court has already moved to 
destroy the effectiveness of FBI files. They have set 
traitors free and encouraged the enemy in our midst 
to flaunt laws enacted to protect our nation from 
treasonable activities. As pointed out in Destiny for 
January 1956: 

“When the Supreme Court of the United States turns to 
left-wing sources to justify a decision rendered by them, 
states’ rights and the freedom of every individual under our 
Constitutional guarantees are in extreme jeopardy. To say 
the least, a dangerous influence has been established over 
the members of the court of last resort in our land when the 
Supreme Court judges cite Communist propaganda as ‘mod- 
ern scientific authority.’ ” 

Reference was made to the book, An American 
Dilemma, by the Swedish Socialist, Dr. Gunnar Myrdal, 
which Chief Justice Earl Warren actually cited as an 
authority for his decision. Justices of the Supreme 
Court who are under the influence of Communistic 
propaganda could enable the forces of the enemy with- 
in to take over the United States more effectively than 
it could be accomplished by political maneuverings 
alone, and it would be accomplished much more 
quickly than if they were to stage a bloody revolution. 
This is particularly true if the executive branch of 
the government commits itself to implementing a court

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decision by armed might. It should give the American 
public considerable concern to note that in recent years 
the Supreme Court decisions have been favorable to 
the Communist cause. 

Chief Justice Earl Warren acknowledges the fact 
that he is indebted to Justice Felix Frankfurter for 
guiding him in his Supreme Court activities. One needs 
only to recall the list of names of the so-called “Frank- 
furter boys” to recognize the malevolent influence 
exerted by this Vienna-born justice. Among those 
“boys” were Alger Hiss and David Niles. 

Difficult days and troublous times are upon us. The 
present controversy over integration is but one break- 
through, exposing powerful forces working behind the 
scenes to cause disruption and dissension; to set race 
against race in order that they may capitalize upon 
the resulting chaos. 








Earth Satellite 





On October 4, 1957 Soviet Russia launched the first 
earth satellite, weighing 184 pounds and with a 
diameter of 23 inches, traveling at an estimated speed 
of 18,000 miles per hour and circling the globe in a 
little over an hour and a half at a distance of 560 
miles above the earth. A Soviet jet propulsion expert, 
Professor K. Stanyukovich, declares with confidence 
that in a few years flights to the moon, with instru- 
ments, will become as much a reality as the launching 
of the first artificial satellite. 

This Soviet accomplishment is ominous for the world 
at large and the West in particular. It confirms the 
Soviet claims to having solved the problem of an Inter- 
continental Ballistics Missile capable of hitting any 
target on the face of the earth. When exclamations of 
wonder over this lastest Soviet accomplishment have 
finally subsided, will the men in the Kremlin then 
show their mailed fist in a way that will serve notice 
on the nations of their evil intentions? If the Soviet 
attitude hardens, and their demands become manda- 
tory, the day will have dawned when their accomplish- 
ment will be used to exact from the West such terms as 
they hope will consolidate their position in their drive 
for world domination. 

An artificial satellite is born and its birth is a threat 
to our national security because of its relationship to 
the ICBM. The very fact that the Kremlin is at present 
silent about this phase of what has been accomplished 
speaks volumes; it is significant, if not frightening, be- 
cause of the type of men into whose hands this power 
has been delivered. The prompt congratulations from 
American and other delegates to an International Geo- 
physical Year Conference may prove to be premature 
because of the use the Soviets intend to make of the 
advanced knowledge they now possess. 








Supreme Court (Criticized 








THERE Is NO provision in the Constitution of the 
United States stipulating that the findings of the 
United States Supreme Court shall become the law of 
the land. Actually each decision is the law of the case 
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brought before it, which is final as it applies to the 
parties concerned only because there is no higher court 
to which they may take an appeal. 

Speaking to an overflow meeting in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona, on September 18, 1957, Justice M. T. Phelps of 
the Arizona Supreme Court declared that the Supreme 
Court of the United States is usurping states’ rights. 
The following excerpts are taken from his reported 
address: 


“I say unto you in all candor, it is my honest conviction 
that it is the design and purpose of the court to usurp the 
policy-making powers of the nation. By its own unconstitu- 
tional pronouncements it would create an all-powerful, 
centralized government in Washington and subsequent de- 
struction of every vestige of states’ rights, expressly and 
clearly reserved to the states under the 10th Amendment of 
the Constitution. 

“Regardless of what we as individuals may think about 
the justice or injustice of segregation, I here assert without 
hesitation or reservation that the decision was not based 
upon logic or law. I further charge that the processes fol- 
lowed in reaching the decision’s conclusion violate all pro- 
cedures of due process known to American jurisprudence.” 


Justice Phelps then went on to cite cases in which 
he said the court recently has set itself up to write the 
law as well as interpret it. Many of these findings, he 
asserted, were made through the use of writings by 
“so-called modern authorities” which the court was 
wholly without authority to consider. Discussing a de- 
cision having to do with the reversal of a former deci- 
sion concerning some Communist-front defendants, 
Justice Phelps continued: 


“It constitutes an all-time low in the disregard of pro- 
cedural due process. More than once the court has been 
guilty of attempting to declare public policy, which always 
has been considered to be a function of congress and the 
state legislatures. 

“I honestly view the Supreme Court, with its present 
membership and predilections, a greater danger to our 
democratic form of government and the American way of 
life than all forces aligned against us outside our boundaries. 
And I repeat again, that if the court is much longer per- 
mitted to destroy states’ rights by a process of attrition, as 
it has been doing, we will see Washington clothed with 
powers so strong that the people will be as helpless to curb 
its tyranny over them as they are in Russia today.” 


When tyrannical rule is established over a nation, 
and dictators rise to power, the trend is not to provide 
the people with facts but with slogans to be repeated 
ad infinitum. So, today, out of Washington comes the 
slogan, “It’s the law of the land,” to justify Presidential 
interference with states’ rights. The law of a case is 
no more the law of the land because of a Supreme 
Court decision than a verdict rendered by a lower 
court. Abraham Lincoln made this perfectly clear in 
his opposition to the Dred Scott decision when, in 
1856-7, the Supreme Court rendered the verdict that 
Congress had no power to prohibit slavery even when 
slaves were taken into free territory. While Lincoln 
admitted that the decision controlled the case involved, 
he declared it would not control him and, if he were 
a member of the Congress and a similar question arose, 
he would not be bound by that decision. 

Neither are the people of the United States today 
bound by a court decision that is unconstitutional al- 
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though the immediate parties to the case may be re- 
quired to observe it until the verdict is reversed. 
Justice Phelps ably set forth the evidence questioning 
the constitutionality of some of the present Supreme 
Court decisions. 








Washington Worried 


ACCORDING TO latest reports the United States State 
Department is gravely concerned about the attitude 
Tito is taking. It is feared he will ultimately pledge 
military collaboration between Yugoslavia and the 
U.S.S.R. As pointed out in Newsweek for October 7, 
1957: 


“Tito is surely edging toward the Soviet camp. He en- 
dorses the Red regime in Syria. He goes out of his way to 
praise Nasser. Nehru now explains his defense of Soviet 
suppression in Hungary by saying he bases his position on 
what Tito told him.” 





In Destiny for February 1955 the statement was 
made: 


“When the shooting phase of World War III begins, 
Tito, well stocked with weapons and ammunition supplied 
him by American taxpayer’s money, will be of great assis- 
tance to Soviet Russia.” 


Recognizing the impossibility of trusting any Com- 
munist, Tito included, we commented upon the ap- 
parent break between Yugoslavia and Moscow in 
Destiny for September 1948 as follows: 


“Is it possible that the present seemingly disruptive situa- 
tion involving Tito in Yugoslavia is a very clever ruse for 
the purpose of deceiving the Western world? The oriental 
mind abounds in such methods of deception. Whether 
planned or not, it has certainly accomplished a most effec- 
tive bulwark on the Russian flank, for an ostensibly neutral 
Tito would enable the Kremlin to move into the Middle 
East without fear of a flank attack through Yugoslavia. It 
is not at all beyond possibility that the timing and publi- 
cizing of the supposed difficulties between Tito and the 
Kremlin have been astutely planned for the very purpose.” 


Again in Destiny for October 1951 we observed: 


“The present build-up of Tito by our State Department 
is most disquieting in the light of these revelations, for the 
murderer of Mikhailovich, who was responsible for shooting 
down unarmed U. S. transport planes in 1945, and who has 
also been destroying freedom of education and religion in 
Yugoslavia, is far from a safe ally under any circumstances.” 


Then, in Destiny for March 1952, attention was 
called to an interesting article that appeared in the 
New York World Telegram and Sun for January 25, 
1952. The following are excerpts from this article: 


“By accepting on face value the Stalin-Tito ‘feud,’ the 
United States may be walking into a trap in Yugoslavia... . 
A full quarter of a century ago Stalin planned a ‘split’ be- 
tween a Communist Yugoslavian regime and the Soviet bloc. 
It happened just as he planned it. 

“Stalin foresaw World War II in Europe and correctly 
estimated that it would bring Communism to power in Yugo- 
slavia. He planned for Yugoslavia to ‘secede’ from the Soviet 
bloc — to gain ‘national territorial autonomy’ — in the wake 
of that war. As audacious and cunning as any subterfuge 
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ever devised by the Kremlin’s malignant genius, Stalin's 
program for Yugoslavia — as originally conceived — throws 
new light on the Stalin-Tito rift. 

“The plan is found in Stalin's book Marxism and the 
National and Colonial Question (unexpurgated), providing 
important clues that bear on the true nature of the feud 
and its possible usefulness to the Soviet Union. This book 
is today the bible and blueprint of Soviet foreign policy, 
but it is little known in the United States outside of Com- 
munist circles. 

“Published in 1927, the book shows that Stalin drafted 
his Yugoslavian ‘secession’ program two years earlier and 
called upon the Communist party of Yugoslavia to adopt 
it officially. Neither Yugoslavia nor the international Com- 
munist movement has ever renounced it.” 


Commenting upon the subtleness of it all and the 
complete lack of the exercise of common sense and 
wisdom on the part of our national leaders, we stated 
in Destiny for February 1955: 


“In the light of these facts, Secretary of State Dulles’ 
statement in his radio address of November 29, 1954, that 
the present indications of a Soviet change of policy toward 
Yugoslavia are a hopeful sign, evidences complete failure 
to consider the sinister aspects of what is really taking place. 
This apparent reconciliation in no particular indicates a 
change of heart on the part of the men in the Kremlin as 
Secretary Dulles would like to have the American people 
believe. Rather, the present revelation of the developing 
accord between Tito and Moscow bodes ill for the peace 
of the world.” 

Washington does well to worry, but how much better 
off as a nation we would have been had these same 
officials done their worrying before taking Tito at face 
value and delivering to him millions of dollars worth 
of arms and equipment. Meantime, Tito has gone 
merrily on his way, accepting financial help from us 
in the shipment of arms without in any way hamper- 
ing himself if and when he decides to reveal to the 
world that he has thrown in his lot completely with 
Soviet Russia. The pity of it all is that in the months 
ahead we shall pay a tremendous price for the gulli- 
bility of our elected and appointed leaders. The time 
has arrived when Tito must soon unequivocally reveal 
to the world the side he is on and that revelation will 
not find him standing with the West against the com- 
ing aggressive military moves that Soviet Russia will 
institute in the near future. 








Interesting Confirmation 





IN THE ARTICLE, “The Day of His Preparation,” 
Destiny for October 1957, the accompanying chart, 
“The Time of Transition,” showed the Night of Alarm 
as beginning on October 15, 1956, and ending on 
December 11, 1959. In a footnote under the chart it 
was stated: 


“Before this night will have ended on December 11, 1959, 
developments in the Middle and Far East, plus major moves 
soon to be made by Soviet Russia, will more than justify 
the designation of this 1,152 days as a period of Trumpet 
and Alarm.” 


One year of this Night of Alarm has now become 
history, with events already indicating ominous devel- 
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opments on the agenda for the remaining hours of the 
night. This is confirmed by reports being received from 
competent sources of information. Observing that the 
date of the next war almost entirely depends upon the 
length of time it takes for the military junta to estab- 
lish total power in Soviet Russia, which it has almost 
accomplished, the Weekly Review for September 20, 
1957 points out that a Soviet military move leading 
to a clash is very great. Referring to its diplomatic 
informant: 


“He thinks that recent Western weaknesses and belief in 
disarmament have proved all but fatal to peace. He felt that 
the next twenty-four months would be highly critical, if not 
fatal.” 


Soviet threats against Turkey for “interference” with 
her plans to dominate the Middle East are apparently 
for a purpose, for the Intelligence Digest of October 
1957 states: 


“The complete fulfillment of this Russian plan, including 
the attack on Turkey, is timed for not more than two years 
ahead.” 


The reason for the drastic removal by the Soviets of 
potential leaders in Hungary who might act in a future 
crisis is also suggested in the Intelligence Digest: 


“The opinion of qualified observers in Hungary is that 
Russia expects a military emergency not long hence.” 


To this fact is added the observation that must be 
taken for what it is worth that certain leading Com- 
munist officials have taken secret measures to protect 
their particular interests and friends against a critical 
situation which, according to the Weekly Review, they 
have said they expect before the end of 1957. 


Referring to the portentous situation developing in 
the Middle East, the Intelligence Digest for September 
1957 makes a summation in the following statement: 


“Russian plans are taking their final shape. Whether they 
will result in action this autumn one cannot say. It could 
be. But they have reached a stage in which they must be 
implemented within eighteen months or be abandoned. And 
there is no sign of their abandonment.” 


These ominous warnings time the climax for com- 
pletion within the chronological confines of the Night 
of Alarm which will end on December 11, 1959. What 
prophecy and Biblical chronology have indicated to be 
on the agenda for imminent fulfillment those checking 
international developments now confirm in their cur- 
rent observations. It will be wise to closely watch events 
as the hours of this night pass, particularly so as we 
move on toward the midnight hour of the Night of 
Alarm (May 14, 1958), for these are truly momentous 
days in which we are living. 








eA Significant Memorial 





THE HISTORICAL records concerning the exodus of Israel 
from the land of Egypt are very exact. The account 
States: 


“And it came to pass at the end of the four hundred and 
thirty years, even the selfsame day it came to pass, that all

the hosts of the Lord went out from the land of Egypt.” 
(Ex. 12: 41.) 


The number 430 given here is extremely important, 
especially where the chronological application of its 
multiples and divisions is concerned. For instance, the 
Lord gave the sign of Noah to the generation that 
would be living as the age approached its close: 


“But as the days of Noe [Noah] were, so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying 
and giving in marriage, until the day that Noe entered into 
the ark, and knew not until the flood came, and took them 
all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be.” 
(Matt. 24: 37-39.) 


The year of the Deluge was 1656 a.m. From the call 
of Abraham in 2083 a.m. to the Exodus of Israel from 
Egypt in 2513 a.m. is 430 years as mentioned above. 
Add ten times (completion) to this number, or 4300, 
to the year of the Deluge and the result is the year 
5956 a.M., or the period from the fall of 1957 a.p. to 
the fall of 1958 aw. Thus, this present year is the 
4,300th anniversary of the celebration of a memorial 
to the men and women of an evil generation who were 
destroyed by the waters of the Deluge. The following 
facts concerning the origin of Halloween were first 
published in Destiny for November 1942: 


“Celebration of ‘All Saints Day’ (or ‘All Souls Day’) at 
the end of October antedates Christianity by many centuries. 
Its origin, according to encyclopedias and other records on 
the subject, is lost in antiquity. The persistency, however, 
with which this day has been kept alive and celebrated, not 
only for centuries, but for past millenniums, testifies to an 
origin, the event of which made such an impression that the 
memory of it has not been wholly erased from the subcon- 
scious mind of humanity to this day. 

“While of late years it has been associated with the harvest 
season and harvest festivals, and while the evidence of such 
association is furnished in early observances of the day dur- 
ing the Christian Era, yet always in the background is a 
more sinister meaning in its association with the dead. The 
dead associated with this celebration are represented as suf- 
fering souls who are always cold and desire to warm them- 
selves at a fire. At times they are represented as wicked souls 
for whom prayers are offered and who desire to return and 
at this particular season of the year are able to haunt their 
former abode. All this, and many other statements such as 
‘The complaint of the souls,’ contribute to make the origin 
of Halloween the commemoration of some great disaster that 
occurred in remote times. It was a disaster that perhaps de- 
stroyed millions of people and which occurred suddenly: 
sometime between the hours of nine o’clock and midnight; 
borne out by the fact that in earlier celebrations a messen- 
ger went through the streets soon after nine o'clock ringing 
a bell to remind everyone to go indoors, as it was unwise to 
meet the souls streaming home at midnight. 

“It was a Druidic belief that on the eve of this festival 
Sanan, lord of death, called together the wicked souls that 
within the past twelve months had been condemned to in- 
habit the bodies of animals. Can it be that this belief stems 
from the desire of the disembodied evil spirits, whose im- 
mortal fathers prior to the Deluge married the daughters 
of men, and whose offspring partook of this heritage of their 
fathers insofar as the soul was concerned, and after the Del- 
uge became the restless spirits so active in the days of Jesus? 
We have the account in the New Testament of our Lord 
allowing some of these spirits to go into the bodies of swine 
(Matt. 8: 31-32). 
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“The festival of ‘All Souls Day’ was celebrated in ancient 
Babylon and seems to have been instigated, prior to the 
founding of Babylon, by Nimrod, who rebelled against the 
religious restrictions imposed upon the human race after the 
Deluge. The celebration itself was in defiance of the rule of 
righteousness imposed by Noah and his sons, and constituted 
a great mourning for the souls of the millions who had 
perished. 

“Let us turn back the pages of history to this day of de- 
struction — so long ago that men ignore it now — yet an 
event that is continually being memorialized in the perpetu- 
ation of the yearly festival inaugurated by Nimrod in pro- 
test against the wholesale destruction wrought by the Del- 
uge. The date of its beginning as well as ending is given, 
for it is stated that it started on the 17th day of the second 
month and ended on the 27th day of the second month of 
the following year. This was the 5th lunar year on the ante- 
diluvian calendar. The flood itself lasted 365 days, or just 
one solar year. Millions were celebrating the beginning of 
the New Year in feasting and drinking as they desecrated the 
Sabbath. It was to this celebration that Jesus referred when 
speaking of the conditions in Noah’s time (Matt. 24: 38). 
True, men have died in all ages, but when has a whole 
generation been cut off at once, except in Noah's day? 

“In speaking of Halloween — time of the suffering souls 
who are always cold — may it not be a reference to the 
intense suffering and cold in which those souls perished as 
a result of the Deluge? The fact that they are sometimes 
referred to as wicked souls confirms God’s appraisal of their 
condition just prior to the destruction by the Deluge, ‘And 
God saw that the wickedness of men was great in the earth, 
and that every imagination of the thoughts of his heart was 
only evil continually’ (Gen. 6: 5). 

“Fanciful you may say, but, remember, no celebration 
persisting for centuries, stemming from antiquity, is without 
a first cause! And while the original purpose may have been 
lost and forgotten, yet to a close observer there are always 
identification marks clearly showing its origin.” 

Actually this celebration was instituted by unregen- 
erated men in protest against a destruction that God 
found necessary in order to cleanse the earth of en- 
trenched evil. The very persistency of this memorial 
has served as a cautionary reminder to the thoughtful 
from generation to generation that God will deal 
severely with gross wickedness. It is particularly a warn- 
ing to our generation, moreover, recalling to mind that 
such a destruction did occur, for, as declared by Jesus, 
it represents in type the destruction to overtake the 
world at the close of the present age so that the earth 
may again be purged and every form of wickedness 
destroyed. 








Qualification for Leadership 


ONE OF THE essential qualifications for leadership is the 
abilty to size up individual characteristics and properly 
evaluate personalities. It matters little what position 
of authority one may hold if he is unable to accurately 
appraise the worth of the men and women who sur- 
round him and on whom he must rely for information 
and assistance. If his analysis of such men and women 
is faulty, or he continually acts upon the judgment of 
advisers bereft of understanding, only trouble lies be- 
fore him. 

In domestic affairs President Eisenhower's appoint- 
ment of Earl Warren to the Supreme Court of the 
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United States has led to complications which would 
have been foreseeable by even a casual analysis of Mr. 
Warren’s previous background and personal character- 
istics. Apparently political considerations alone moti- 
vated the selection of this man to become Chief Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court. 


But even more serious in ultimate outcome is Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s display of his inability to estimate 
the character of such a one as Marshal Zhukov of the 
Soviet Union. This is not only a serious fault; it is 
dangerous to the well-being of the United States. At a 
press conference on Wednesday, July 17, 1957, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said that during World War II he 
had found Marshal Zhukov to be “a confirmed Com- 
munist” but “an honest man.” Commenting upon this 
editorially, the Manchester Union Leader had this to 
say: 


“Aside from the fact that anyone old enough to run er- 
rands to the corner store for his mother knows that no Com- 
munist can be an honest man, let us look at several proven 
acts of this great and good pal of Eisenhower’s. 


“According to U. S. News & World Report for July 19, 
1957, Zhukov ‘has at least twice shown his capacity for de- 
ceit and brutality. He lured the Polish military staff to its 
slaughter by inviting them to a meeting for “negotiation” 
in World War II. He used a similar ruse during the recent 
Hungarian rebellion by inviting Hungary’s top military 
leaders to negotiate the withdrawal of Soviet forces and then 
arresting them and massacring their followers.’ 

“In other words, the man that Eisenhower describes as an 
‘honest man’ is such a dirty killer that he even violates the 
sacred rules that surround the flag of truce. To him, the 
flag of truce is just a means of getting your enemy within 
your clutches and slaughtering him.” 


What is Zhukov’s attitude toward the United States 
and President Eisenhower himself? The following ex- 
cerpt is from The Weekly Review, dated August 23, 
1957: 


“Zhukov is strongly anti-American and anti-West. He has 
no feelings of friendship for President Eisenhower at all — 
the President is gravely misinformed as to Zhukov’s real 
opinion of him. However, Zhukov realizes that such White 
House emotions can be exploited. He is known to laugh at 
the President behind his back in a far from friendly or 
flattering manner. 

“President Eisenhower is likely to suffer a sharp disap- 
pointment about his relations with the Marshal, whose in- 
fluence in Russia is used very differently from the way the 
White House thinks. However, only the event is likely to 
convince the President.” 

Reporting upon President Eisenhower’s extraordin- 
ary public statement that he found it difficult to de- 
fend Western civilization against the arguments of 
Marshal Zhukov, The Weekly Review of July 27, 1957 
made this comment: 


“Most of us would not think it at all difficult to do so 
and, in making the remark he did, President Eisenhower 
revealed something of his mind and character which many 
of us find to be most interesting. 

“Why should it be a tough job to defend the Western 
way of life against the allegedly idealistic arguments of 
Marshal Zhukov for Communism? Are there any concentra- 
tion camps in America, Britain, or France? Are America and 
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Month By Month - by AR. H. 


s CHRISTMASTIDE comes round again, the strains of 
A carol singers will fill the air, proclaiming peace 
on earth, goodwill toward men. Never in the 
history of the Christian Era will the ideal of peace on 
earth be making a stronger appeal than in the year 
of our Lord, Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-seven. Yet 
it is the progress of science — which once held forth 
expectation of such high hopes — which today imperils 
the prospect of peace, in a way previous generations 
never could have envisaged. 

While students of apocalyptical visions in the pages 
of Prophetic Writ have always been familiar with pre- 
dictions regarding an Age of Nationalism, in which 
nation would rise up against nation and kingdom 
against kingdom, few among the most farseeing of 
students could have visualized the state of the world, 
as it is in actuality today. 

For a power has come into the hands of nuclear 
physicists which, if misused, is capable of causing not 
only the physical annihilation of the human race in 
occupation of this planet, but a cataclysm which liter- 
ally could “remove the earth like a cottage” from its 
present orbital position in space. 


Wars are Birth Pangs 


Fortunately, for our peace of mind, we know that 
the end of the age (aion) is not the same thing as the 
end of the world (kosmos) and that the end of the old 
dispensation simply marks a transition period into a 
new age in which dwelleth righteousness and during 
which wars will be no more. 

Moreover, in amplification of the more sure word 
of prophecy, we have the personal assurance of our 
Lord who, when describing the signs of the times for 
the period in which we now live, gave the assurance: 
“When ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars, be 
ye not troubled, for these are the birth pangs.” (See 
margin, A.V.) 

Why should the birth pangs of a Millennial Era 
necessitate such pain and sorrow, trouble and tribula- 
tion? “These things must be of necessity,” said Jesus. 
We realize that tribulation is a winnowing process 
which separates the chaff from the wheat. But why 
this inevitability of sorrow inseparable from the pro- 


cess of transition when the end in view is in itself 
good. 


The Will to Good 


A clue toward the full solution of this enigma lies 
in the words, “peace on earth, goodwill toward men,” 
which, popularized by familiarity, represent a distor- 
tion of the original version: “peace on earth to men 
of goodwill.” Indeed, it is the vital distinction with a 
difference that a comparison of these versions reveals 
which enables us to pin-point the trouble with un- 
erring judgment. 
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That the attitude of the angelic world and of the 
Hierarchies of Heaven is one of goodwill toward men 
is something so self-evident that, speaking after the 
manner of men, it is something which might almost 
be taken for granted. But to proclaim peace on earth 
to men of goodwill is to propound a deeper proposi- 
tion altogether, for there is a profundity of wisdom in 
this pronouncement in character with the perfect na- 
ture of the Heavenly messengers sent to announce it. 
It is, in fact, a greeting which embodies, by implica- 
tion, the solemn admonition that there is, and can be, 
no peace to the wicked. Thus the angelic message, in 
its pristine form, insists on the necessity to recognize 
the significance of this factor. 

For the will to good is a basic principle of the uni- 
verse which God created. And if it is good that men 
want, then they must learn to align their individual 
wills with the universal will of the whole instead of 
trying to pit their puny wills against it. This will to 
good is eternal, unchangeable, immutable, and makes 
or breaks men according to how they react to it. 


Peace Like a River 


How different the world picture might have been, 
if only the unruly hearts and minds of men had come 
into harmony with the law of God, is described dra- 
matically in the Divine expostulation: “Oh, that thou 
hadst hearkened to my commandments, then had thy 
peace been as a river, and thy righteousness as the 
waves of the sea.” Peace could flow as a river if only 
men would heed the spirit of God’s commandments 
which embody the principles of Divine law for the 
living of a perfect life. 

If the transition from the present dispensation to 
the Millennial Era is being accompanied by great 
tribulation, instead of peace as a river, then the basic 
cause for it lies in the lack of synchronization with the 
will of God which constitutes a maladjustment or dis- 
placement, shortly to be subjected to rectification. 

In the Scriptures it is said of the wicked that God 
is not in all their thoughts. Judged by this standard 
all have fallen short of the glory of God. For in the 
degree to which God is not in all our thoughts, we may 
be said to be lawless, t.e., not conforming perfectly to 
Divine law. Certainly, it is alarming to realize that, 
for countless thousands in this modern materialistic 
age, the consciousness of God hardly ever enters into 
their thoughts at all. 

The fact is that an elect minority in the world alone 
make the practice of the presence of God a spiritual 
goal, whereas to the vast majority the very thought of 
doing so would be regarded as something beyond the 
bounds of comprehension. 


eAcquaintance With God 
Old and New Testament alike affirm that the attain- 
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ment of the knowledge of God — which is God- 
consciousness or God-cognition — is an essential part 
of man’s progress toward his spiritual goal. Thus Job 
links up this spiritual attainment with being at peace 
when he adjures: “Acquaint now thyself with God and 
be at peace, thereby good shall come to thee.” Again, 
Paul speaks of bringing every thought into captivity 
to the obedience of Christ and enjoins us to be trans- 
formed through the renewing of our minds. Yet, trans- 
formation through mind renewal is a forgotten doc- 
trine in the churches and the principles of spiritual 
development so clearly enunciated in the Bible have 
become submerged beneath the dead weight of theo- 
logical dogma. The formula: “Be still and know that 
I am God,” points to a better way to God than the 
dead-end pathway of theological speculation. 


The Pacifist Illusion 


Moreover, it was Isaiah who insistently declared that 
the effect of righteousness is peace, thus directing atten- 
tion to a law of cause and effect which cannot be re- 
iterated too often. It is the rock of truth on which 
pacifist movements usually stumble. For it is a common 
thing for pacifists to seek peace at any price through 
being obsessed with the idea that peace, as an ideal, 
is an end in itself, whereas it is simply the firstfruit of 
an end which is greater than peace itself. 

What is the cause of this misconception? It is due 
to the fact that the popular idea of peace is not a 
positive but a negative conception. Peace is conceived 
as being a state in which there is an absence of war. 
But if a dictator guarantees abstinence from war in 
exchange for submission to his power, the conditions 
imposed do not constitute peace. Indeed, the world 
has learned by experience that submission to tyrannical 
rule can be more insufferable to the freedom-loving 
human spirit than the sufferings which are endured 
in war. 


Cause and €&ffect 


Every effect is the result of a cause and, if it is peace, 
then we can get it only by putting the required effect 
into operation. Not unnaturally, pacifists find it easier 
to win support for peace than for righteousness because 
peace sounds like a comfortable prospect, whereas, by 
contrast, righteousness seems to be a tough proposition 
involving self-discipline; in fact, it sounds too much 
like hard work. 

If men would seek first the Kingdom of God and 
the righteousness of God, then peace — as an effect of 
righteousness — would quickly become manifest as an 
automatic result. By seeking righteousness first, the 
right cause is set into operation. 

How is this so? Righteousness is right relationship 
with God. And the righteousness of God is a form of 
perfect self-expression which can be demonstrated only 
when men, through acquaintance with God, are 
brought into right relationships with one another. In 
the day that this happens collectively, an advanced 
stage in the manifestation of the Kingdom of God 
upon earth will have been reached. 

This brings us to a consideration of another para- 
doxical aspect of this enigma which constantly puzzles 
students of the Bible. Thus the Scriptures expound the 
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laws Divinely designed to bring peace and prosperity 
to those who obey them. Yet, in everyday experience, 
too often it is found that the lovers of pleasure seem 
to fare better than the lovers of God, so that the right- 
eous suffer deprivation while those who have no fear 
of God before their eyes appear to flourish like the 
green bay tree. 


eA Total Situation 


The answer to this is that while the world itself re- 
mains what it is, both the just and unjust are all caught 
up in a total situation. The way of the world is not 
the way of God and those who serve God experience 
the strangeness of being in the world yet not of it. As 
a consequence, the spiritually-minded minority find 
themselves among the few inspired with the will to 
good and therefore ofttimes subject to deprivation due 
to actions of the majority animated by self-will or the 
will to power. 

This leads us to a statement made in a previous 
article in this series, relating to the Titanic and Andrea 
Doria maritime disasters, which have been interpreted 
as warnings to humanity that false pride in human 
achievement can become a danger leading to the found- 
ering of world civilization. As a corollary to this view 
it was also said that no matter how great the triumphs 
of technical achievement might be, the end would 
prove fatal unless men ceased following false principles 
of construction as world builders. Now a reader writes, 
asking the question: “What is the true principle of 
construction which should be applied as the basis of 
creative achievement on the planet which men call 
Earth?” 

The basic principle is so clear that the profundity 
of its significance is liable to be overlooked due to its 
simplicity. It is contained in the Divine directive: 
“Trust in the Lord with all thine heart and lean not 
unto thine own understanding. In all thy ways ac- 
knowledge Him and He shall direct thy paths.” 

Do men trust in the Lord with ail their hearts and 
acknowledge Him in all their ways? It is because they 
do not do so that their paths are not Divinely-directed. 
Because there is so little God-guidance in their plan- 
ning, world chaos is the result. Most men would rather 
fall over backward than not lean to their own under- 
standing. The fact remains that inspiration is from 
above, downward, and until world planning begins to 
be carried out “according to the pattern in the Mount,” 
world confusion will continue to follow as an inevit- 
able result. 


Guard Your Thoughts 


It was Jesus who said: “Guard ever your thoughts 
with all care, for out of them are the issues of life’ 
(Ferrar Fenton Version). Every thought tends to pass 
into act, but if we commit our way to God, then our 
thoughts are established so that, right action following 
right thinking, a true sequence of causes is set into 
operation, producing results which work out in har- 
mony with the Divine plan for our life. We may not 
always realize this at the time, but toward the end of 
our life, as we look back, we see that we have been 
guided unerringly every step of the way.

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THE FELLOWSHIP OF SUFFERING

RITING TO THE Christians at 
WY corinth, in his First Epistle 

to them, the Apostle Paul 
declared: “God is faithful, by whom 
ye were called unto the fellowship 
of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(1:9). Paul’s letters have much to 
say about the responsibilities as well 
as the rewards of this divine fellow- 
ship. For example, in Philippians 
3: 10-11, he writes: “. . . that I may 
know him, and the power of his 
resurrection, and the fellowship of 
his sufferings, being made conform- 
able unto his death; if by any means 
I might attain unto the resurrection 
of the dead.” 


Thus the apostle calls our atten- 
tion to the fact that if one would 
know the glory of Christ, he must 
first know and share His sufferings. 
The tendency at present is to use 
faith in God as a buffer to ward off 
problems and afflictions of any kind. 
There is too much stress upon per- 
sonal satisfaction and achievement, 
as if the Christian’s chief aim should 
be to run the race of life in health 
and wealth with a happy-go-lucky 
state of mind. Sometimes we are 
worth more to the Lord when trip- 
ped by some misfortune that makes 
us aware of the distress all about us 
and of our obligation to enter into 
the fellowship of suffering with 
Christ and our fellow men. 


We speak out of experience, after 
having been tripped with terrific im- 
pact by illness in recent months, and 
left prone to face the inevitable 
question — Why? Perhaps the first 
thought that comes to mind is: 
“What wrong have I done that this 
thing should happen to me?” Slowly 
one begins to reason that though 
“all have sinned and come short of 
the glory of God,” those who are in 
Christ do not continue to sin know- 
ingly and with malicious intent. 
Clearly, then, it is a mistake to think 
that personal sin alone, on the part 
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of Christian believers, is responsible 
for all the troubles that befall them. 
There are errors of judgment, to be 
sure, but they do not necessarily in- 
dicate defiance of God’s will and 
purpose in one’s life. 

The Book of Job is the greatest 
treatise ever written on the problem 
of human suffering. It deals with the 
root of affliction and also reveals its 
ultimate purpose and effects. Job is 
described as a man of wealth, up- 
right and God-fearing in character, 
“so that this man was the greatest 
of all the men of the east.” It is a 
familiar story. However, it is well to 
refresh our memories with a scene 
which holds the key to understand- 
ing; or, in other words, the explana- 
tion of all that follows in the book. 
We quote from the first chapter, 
verses 6-12: 


“Now there was a day when the sons 
of God came to present themselves be- 
fore the Lord, and Satan came also 
among them. And the Lord said unto 
Satan, Whence comest thou? Then Sa- 
tan answered the Lord, and said, From 
going to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it. And the 
Lord said unto Satan, Hast thou con- 
sidered my servant Job, that there is 
none like him in the earth, a perfect 
and an upright man, one that feareth 
God and escheweth evil? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, Doth Job 
fear God for nought? Hast not thou 
made an hedge about him, and about 
his house, and about all that he hath on 
every side? Thou hast blessed the work 
of his hands, and his substance is in- 
creased in the land. But put forth thine 
hand now, and touch all that he hath, 
and he will curse thee to thy face. And 
the Lord said unto Satan, Behold, all 
that he hath is in thy power; only upon 
himself put not forth thine hand. So 
Satan went forth from the presence of 
the Lord.” 


In this scene the cause of Job’s 
troubles, which follow in quick suc- 
cession, is clearly revealed. Satan 
charged that Job served God, not 


out of love and loyalty, but because 
of the wealth and honor God had 
heaped upon him. He challenged 
God to put Job to the test in the 
belief that loss of family and fortune 
would induce Job to renounce his 
allegiance to God. Calamities then 
began to fall on helpless Job until 
he was bereft by the loss of all his 
worldly possessions and the death of 
his beloved children. It is written 
that “in all this Job sinned not, nor 
charged God foolishly.” He contin- 
ued to worship God, saying, “The 
Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away; blessed be the name of the 
Lord.” 


Soon after this failure, Satan pre- 
sented himself before God with an- 
other proposition. He was reminded 
by the Lord that Job “still holdeth 
fast his integrity, although thou 
movedst me against him, to destroy 
him without cause.” Satan then de- 
manded this test: 


“Skin for skin, yea, ail that a man 
hath will he give for his life. But put 
forth thine hand now, and touch his 
bone and his flesh, and he will curse 
thee to thy face.” (Job 2: 4-5.) 


God accepted the challenge as a 
matter of justice, for Satan had won 
when he tempted Adam in the 
Garden, and his prize was the do- 
minion over the world which Adam 
lost. Therefore God said to Satan: 
“Behold, he is in thine hand; but 
save his life.” Immediately we read: 


“So went Satan forth from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, and smote Job with 
sore boils from the sole of his foot unto 
his crown.” (Job 2: 7.) 


These introductory facts are told 
in the first two chapters. The re- 
maining forty chapters of the mov- 
ing drama reveal the inner thoughts 
of Job and his three friends as they 
try to solve the mystery of indescrib- 
able physical suffering. We are con- 
cerned here with two significant 
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facts in Job’s experience: the first is 
the part that Satan played in de- 
manding that Job’s faith in God be 
tested by suffering; and the second 
is Job’s victory in the very midst of 
his prolonged agony. In the nine- 
teenth chapter, after reviewing the 
many indignities to which he was 
subjected by kinsfolk, familiar 
friends, servants, and even young 
children, Job avowed his irrepress- 
ible hope in these immortal words: 


“Oh that my words were now written! 
Oh that they were printed in a book! 
That they were graven with an iron pen 
and lead in the rock for ever! For I 
know that my redeemer liveth, and that 
he shall stand at the latter day upon 
the earth: . . . whom I shall see for my- 
self, and mine eyes shall behold, and 
not another; though my reins be con- 
sumed within me.” (Job 19: 23-27.) 


Job’s ringing declaration, “I know 
that my Redeemer liveth,” is a clas- 
sic example of how God turns the 
devil’s work to His own glory. Satan 
lost every round in the battle for 
Job’s soul. Job came out of the try- 
ing experience a wiser man. The 
fellowship of suffering had enriched 
his life with a deeper love for God 
than he had ever known before. 


It is a striking fact that Jesus 
Christ Himself was put to trial by 
Satan. “If thou be the Son of God” 
prove it, the tempter challenged, 
“command that these stones be made 
bread.” Failing in this, he dared 
Jesus to tempt God by casting Him- 
self down from the pinnacle of the 
temple. In the third attempt, Satan 
came to the main issue, in which he 
hoped to disqualify and displace 
Jesus as the future King of the re- 
stored Kingdom of God on earth. 
The hope of the world now and for- 
ever rests on this final scene: 


“Again, the devil taketh him up into 
an exceeding high mountain, and shew- 
eth him all the kingdoms of the world, 
and the glory of them; and saith unto 
him, All these things will I give thee, 
if thou wilt fall down and worship me. 
Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee 
hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou 
shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. Then the 
devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels 
came and ministered unto him.” (Matt. 
4: 8-11.) 


Many people have the mistaken 
idea that because we are living in 
the Christian era Satan no longer 
has the power to afflict us and test 
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us. Few seem to understand that the 
devil does have certain prerogatives 
over all men, including Christians, 
during the time of his dominion in 
the earth. In recognition of this 
fact, Jesus made no protest when the 
devil, speaking of the kingdoms of 
the world, said, “All these things I 
will give thee.” Note that he referred 
to Satan as “the prince of this 
world” (John 12: 31; 14: 30; 16: 11). 

Some say, “Satan has no power 
over us, as in the case of Job.” If 
you believe this, remember what 
happened to Peter. For verification 
let us turn to Luke 22: 31 and read: 


“And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to have you, 
that he may sift you as wheat: but I 
have prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not: and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And he [Peter] 
said unto him, Lord, I am ready to go 
with thee, both into prison, and to 
death. And he [Jesus] said, I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, 
before that thou shalt thrice deny that 
thou knowest me.” 


Peter had to enter into the fellow- 
ship of suffering with Christ before 
he was strong enough to resist evil. 
Later he understood and was in 
agreement with what James wrote 
in one of his Epistles, “Resist the 
devil, and he will flee from you” 
(James 4: 7). 

All the children of Adam became 
the subjects of Satan through 
Adam’s sin, which is designated gen- 
erally as the Fall of Man. It was 
only by intense suffering that propi- 
tiation for sin could be made: 


“For this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that he might destroy the 
works of the devil.” (I John 3: 8.) 

“For there is one God, and one medi- 
ator between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus; who gave himself a ran- 
som for all, to be testified in due time.” 
(I Tim. 2: 5-6.) 


For love of us “He humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross.” 
His suffering for our sakes cannot 
be comprehended by mortal man. It 
is written in Hebrews 2: 10: 


“For it became him, for whom are all 
things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, to make 
the captain of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings.” 


Now as we have said, if one would 
be brought “unto glory” with Christ 


he must be willing to share the suf- 
ferings also. “For unto you,” Paul 
wrote to the Philippians, “it is 
given in the behalf of Christ, not 
only to believe on him, but also to 
suffer for his sake.” And in Romans 
8: 16-18 he makes this impressive 
statement: 


“The Spirit himself [R. V.] beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God: and if children, then 
heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with him, 
that we may be also glorified together. 
For I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time are not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory which shall be re- 
vealed in us.” 


When James and John asked 
Jesus for the privilege of sitting by 
His side in the day of His glory, 
the Master replied: 


“Ye know not what ye ask: can ye 
drink of the cup that I drink of? And 
be baptized with the baptism that I am 
baptized with?” (Mark 10: 38.) 


The following statement in one of 
Paul’s letters to Timothy is applic- 
able in this connection: 


“It is a faithful saying: For if we be 
dead with him, we shall also live with 
him: if we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also will 
deny us.” (II Tim. 2: 11-12.) 


Writing to “the elect” scattered 
abroad, Peter encouraged them as 
one who had been buffeted but not 
defeated by tribulation: 


“Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: but rejoice, inasmuch 
as ye are partakers of Christ’s sufferings; 
that, when his glory shall be revealed, 
ye may be glad also with exceeding joy.” 
(I Pet. 4: 12-13.) 


In the next chapter, Peter urged 
them to “Be sober, be vigilant; be- 
cause your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour: whom resist 
stedfast in the faith, knowing that 
the same afflictions are accomplish- 
ed in your brethren that are in the 
world.” The chief apostle spoke 
from first-hand knowledge, realizing 
that Jesus’ prayer for him — “I have 
prayed for thee, that thy faith fail 
not” — had kept him from going 
the way of Judas Iscariot. 

The conflict in the wilderness be- 
tween Jesus and the devil decided 
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the destiny of mankind and the 
world. Ever since that day Satan has 
known that his authority is temp- 
orary. It has a time limit which is 
fast running out: 


“Woe to the inhabiters of the earth 
and of the sea! For the devil is come 
down unto you, having great wrath, be- 
cause he knoweth that he hath but a 
short time.” (Rev. 12: 12.) 


When the period of Satan’s do- 
minion ends, Jesus Christ will be- 
come the undisputed ruler of the 
earth for all the ages to come. Then 
suffering and sorrow, sighing and 
tears, frustration and death will dis- 
appear. 

In the meantime, suffering is used 
of the Lord to awaken sympathy 
and enrich the mind and heart of 
the believer. “Every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it 
may bring forth more fruit” (John 


15: 2). “As many as I love, I rebuke 
and chasten: be zealous therefore, 
and repent” (Rev. 3: 19). Consider 
“Jesus the author and finisher of our 
faith; who for the joy that was set 
before him endured the cross, de- 
spising the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God. 
. . . Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. . . . For 
whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth” (Heb. 12: 2-6). 

There are many other crosses to 
bear besides physical afflictions; such 
as business reverses, family problems, 
frustration in reaching certain goals 
in life, to mention a few. But what- 
ever one’s cross may be, it is more 
bearable when shared, especially if 
some dear friend stands by ready to 
help. 

We have experienced the exqui- 
site joy of fellowship with those who 


have shared our suffering. It is com- 
forting; indeed, it is like life from 
the dead, to know that friends from 
far and near are remembering and 
praying for you when you are too 
helpless to pray for yourself. The 
consciousness of this faith and fel- 
lowship in suffering is precious be- 
yond measure. It has been the 
means, in the Lord’s hands, of bring- 
ing about a miracle of healing, of 
renewed physical and spiritual 
strength. 

Such an experience brings also a 
new and keen sense of responsibility. 
It is a reminder of one’s obligation 
to remember and share with others 
in like need. In so doing one helps 
to bear the burdens of Christ. Let 
all who have once been awakened 
to responsibility through the fellow- 
ship of suffering beware of drifting 
again into carelessness and uncon- 
cern for the distress of others. 
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Britain atheistic countries? Do we officially instill youth with 
anti-Christian dogma? Are the voters of America, Britain 
and France allowed to vote only for official candidates rep- 
resenting only a single party, and do we liquidate leading 
politicians when they disagree with their more powerful 
colleagues or deviate by a hair’s-breadth from a party line 
imposed by a dictatorship? 

“Do we turn machine guns onto women and children on 
the slightest provocation, as the Russians did in Hungary? 
Do we liquidate or transplant into the Alaskan wastes in- 
tellectuals who disagree with the government of the day? 
Do we forbid our citizens free travel in all parts of the 
world? Do we tear families apart for political reasons in 
separations enduring for a lifetime, teaching children to hate 
their parents if the parents do not toe the party line? Finally, 
have we ever attempted to occupy by military force and 
suppress with machine guns any part of Europe, let alone 
(as the Russians have) eight entire countries? 

“If President Eisenhower finds it difficult to answer the 
arguments of Marshal Zhukov, some of us would be very 
glad to do it for him.” 


When Princess Catherine Caradja of Romania was 
asked the question, “Do you believe that President 
Eisenhower can win any concessions from his old com- 
rade-at-arms, Marshal Zhukov,” she replied: 


“I can best answer that question by relating an incident 
which has been checked and verified. The press told us that 
at a meeting between Eisenhower and Marshal Zhukov, 
General Eisenhower asked Zhukov how he cleared the mine 
fields in the Balkans. Zhukov replied, with a wry little smile: 
‘I merely sent over a thin line of infantry, and the mine 
fields are clean.’” 


Princess Caradja (who was active and well-known 
in the Underground in World War II) talked with 
some of the men who lived through the ordeal as 
human mine sweepers. They were maimed, but only a 
few had survived. She assured her listeners that the 
Butcher of Hungary had no thoughts of peace or 
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friendship for us. Human lives — even of their allies 
— were of less value than a few thousand rounds of 
ammunition, or the more efficient mine-sweeping cables 
which could clear the fields without loss of life. This 
is the man President Eisenhower calls “honest.” 


Is it any wonder that the Lord, through His pro- 
phets, has so severely condemned the modern leader- 
ship established over His people today? Through 
Ezekiel they are denounced for holding out false hopes 
of peace and thus deceiving the people when there is 
no peace (Ez. 13: 10). They are unsparingly censured 
for failing to prepare God’s people for the Battle of 
the Great Day of the Lord when Soviet Russia strikes 
from the north. 


In describing the withholding of factual information 
from the people, the Lord, through His prophet, ac- 
cuses their leaders of having spoken vanity and having 
divined lies (Ez. 13). Because they see visions of peace 
when there is no peace, this type of leadership is to 
perish when the overflowing scourge of destructive war 
engulfs the world. Failing to properly assess the charac- 
teristics of the men of evil with whom they hope to 
conclude a covenant of peace, they are contributing to 
their own discomfiture, which will be brought about 
by the hand of the very ones they are now endeavoring 
to appease. 








Red Attitude Stiffens 





THE ATTITUDE of Soviet Russia has materially stiffened 
since their announcement of the development of an 
intercontinental ballistic rocket. This is reflected in the 
rejection of President Eisenhower’s open-skies inspec- 
tion plan as well as the two-year ban on nuclear tests.

terms that we think there will be a general 

war, unless, of course, the Western Powers con- 
cede what Russia wants or Russia undergoes an in- 
ternal transformation of a fully revolutionary kind. 
Since we expect neither to occur, we feel bound to say 
that we do not see how a clash can now be averted. 
It is far more difficult to foresee the probable date of 
the clash than it is to foresee its occurrence. On bal- 
ance, however, we do not think a climax can be post- 
poned for many years. Russia is determined to attempt 
to gain control of the Middle East by exploitation of 
the Arab-Israel tension. 

It would seem that Russia is not yet quite ready to 
move decisively in the Middle East, although we are 
very near to the point of danger so far as local Middle 
East affairs are concerned. It should always be remem- 
bered that Russia is well aware of the fact that she 
cannot long retain her present hold on Syria and Egypt 
without sponsoring some positive action which satisfies 
the extremists. If she did not act fairly soon, Nasser’s 
economic troubles might overtake him and the Arab 
extremists would become disillusioned. Moreover, Rus- 
sia realizes that the Western Powers might one day 
awaken if the Middle East build-up became very pro- 
longed. The question, therefore, seems to us to be this. 
What would the Western Powers do if Syria attacked 
Israel with obvious Russian aid? Russia thinks we 
would merely protest. We think that the West would 
be forced to aid Israel with large supplies and con- 
siderable forces. This would almost certainly lead to 
Soviet action, since Russia could not allow Syria to be 
defeated without herself suffering a shattering blow 
which might, and probably would, lead to big changes 
at home. 

We are, therefore, inclined to think that Russia 
would be forced into action which would involve the 
Western Powers in direct retaliation upon the Soviet 
Union. Since the Western Powers are now so weak in 
all conventional forces, we have changed our mind 
about the H-bomb. We think the West will be forced 
to use it against Soviet oil installations and communi- 
cation centers. Russia would then undoubtedly also 
use this weapon — and one fears that she could use it 
fairly soon, whereas she may not have been in a posi- 
tion to deliver H-bombs a year ago. The main Russian 
targets would be the United Kingdom and North 
American industrial centers. If the attacks by each 
side might be short, they must be expected to be very 
sharp indeed. It is thought that the U. K. might be 
brought to the point of extreme emergency — being 
fed by air lift from North America and obliged to 
live for a time under provincial regional governments.

The expected destruction in North America will be 
very great and very heavy casualties will follow. 

It would appear to us that Russia’s latest deliveries 
to Syria, the movement of Soviet naval forces in and 
around the Middle East area, the staff talks between 
Egypt and Syria, and Soviet pressures upon Turkey, 
all point in the same direction. Syria is cleverly stress- 
ing that her activities bear relationship only to Israel. 
In taking this line she is making it very difficult for the 
anti-Communist Arab States to oppose Russian policy. 
Could any of the arms America is now giving to cer- 
tain Arab States be used to stop a Soviet-inspired 
Syrian move against Israel? One wonders. Might not 
some Arab State be forced into war against Israel and 
use American weapons — thus eventually turning them 
against the Western Powers, whose inevitable inter- 
vention on Israel’s side is certain? Russia sees all this 
and hopes that U. S. aid to Arab States will prove to 
be not merely a loss to the West, but a gain to the 
Soviet bloc in the Middle East. 

Although Russia’s plans are concentrated on the 
Middle East, and although she wants to avoid fighting 
in Western Europe if possible, it is to be noted that 
Poland and East Germany are almost at boiling point. 
Revolt in East Germany would almost inevitably in- 
volve West Germany and, therefore, all Western Eu- 
rope. While the focus of events is the Middle East, the 
European situation must be most carefully watched. 

The activists are now in complete control in the 
Soviet Union and every aspect of Soviet policy is under 
the direction of the military junta. There is, however, 
still a political front and it is likely that this will be 
maintained until the last moment. Khrushchev’s per- 
sonal position, however, is precarious. 

Meanwhile, the arms build-up goes on and has now 
assumed very serious proportions indeed and includes 
heavy offensive weapons on a growing scale. This is 
not confined to Syria. Egypt, as previously reported, 
has received a number of naval units and there is now 
a Russian Military Mission in the Yemen 200 strong, 
including a number of technical instructors. In addi- 
tion to what is going on in Syria, Egypt and the 
Yemen, Persia is being steadily undermined, and it is 
not likely to be very long before she finds herself in 
a position in which she will be compelled to succumb 
to Russian requirements. American arms are, of course, 
readily accepted by Jordan, but a slight tilting of the 
political balance in so basically unstable a country 
might well result in all these arms getting into the 
wrong hands. 

The Russians, on their part, are convinced that they 
can go ahead with their plans with impunity. What 
was formerly an assumption based on experience has 








now become a very strong conviction; namely, that the 
Western Powers will in no circumstances intervene in 
strength in the Middle East short of a direct and open 
Russian attack. Volunteers would be used if necessary 
in a conflict which had started under the guise of a 
local dispute because the Russians will not again — 
indeed cannot — accept an Israeli rout of Arab forces 
similar to the crushing defeat of the Egyptian army 
last year, and there is no doubt that an Israeli army 
could crush any Arab forces, unless air forces were used 
in strength, and the use of air forces would require 
Russian or satellite volunteers. 

So confident are the Russians that this plan will be 
successful that their plans for the future are now being 
taken a step further. It can now definitely be stated 
that, after the elimination of Israel, the next big ob- 
jective is to be Turkey, and plans are already being 
made. Turkey has very strong defenses in the Cauca- 
sus which have been built with American help. It is 
thought that they could probably not be breached 
except at great cost and considerable forces would be 
necessary. In the event of an attack on Turkey, if the 
Western Powers had Middle East bases and controlled 
the East Mediterranean, they could bring very power- 
ful aid to bear, but the Russians calculate that if 
Turkey is outflanked on her weak Southern front, the 
Western Powers without Middle East bases, and the 
East Mediterranean virtually denied to them by sub- 
marine forces based on Egypt and Albania, Turkey 
will be isolated and a frontal attack on her Caucasus 
defenses will be unnecessary. The main land attack — 
they think — could be made from the South. That is 
the situation which Russia is now planning to bring 
about. 

The British and French governments are fully aware 
of the facts of the Middle East situation. There has, 
however, been strong pressure from Washington — at 
any rate up to early September — that the full gravity 
of the situation should not be disclosed to the public. 
Even after the dramatic speed-up of American arms 
deliveries to Jordan, Mr. Dulles suddenly hedged by 
putting the matter in the light of no more than a 
slight acceleration of a routine obligation. 

Khrushchev told Tito that Soviet naval strength 
was such that it could deal an effective blow at West- 
ern shipping in the Atlantic. He hinted at a new naval 
weapon, the effectiveness of which was now being tested 
by Russian naval units at sea. He did not disclose the 
nature of this new weapon but the Yugoslavs got a 
very clear impression that Khrushchev was not exag- 
gerating. They also gathered that Russia attaches very 
great importance to this weapon and thinks that it 
would be decisive in naval warfare. Despite all the 
public official assurances to the contrary, your observer 
has found in his private conversations with Yugoslav 
officials a deep pessimism about the international situa- 
tion and a belief that the dangers of war are much 
greater than they were a few months ago. Nobody here, 
however, doubts that, should war break out, Yugoslavia 
will stand at the side of Russia, although some of the 
Communist leaders view this propect with great mis- 
giving. This report should be taken with the utmost 
seriousness. It is almost incredible that Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd seems to have a somewhat different view. His 
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remarks on his return from visiting Tito were very 
wide of the true facts. 

Czechoslovakia is an ideal base from which to launch 
long-range guided missiles against Western Europe. 
Since early summer, there has been intense activity in 
this field, comparable, according to expert opinion, to 
what might be expected prior to a war in which the 
use of such weapons was intended. 

The Gomulka regime is clearly in difficulties. Go- 
mulka’s great prestige, gained by his coup last Octo- 
ber, is rapidly being lost. Gomulka’s Poland faces a 
dangerous crisis this autumn. The industrial situation 
is nearly out of hand and a general strike is quite 
possible. The fight between Cardinal Wyszinsky and 
Piasecki is creating great political friction. If the gov- 
ernment does not soon undertake some energetic and 
successful measures, it may fall. In the resulting chaos, 
the Russians have warned the Poles they will not stand 
idly by. If there is any sort of revolt in Poland, the 
Russians will march as they did into Hungary. 

A correspondent in India writes that, with the re- 
organization of States broadly on a linguistic basis, 
the new State of Kerala came into being. By intimida- 
tion, controlled violence and cunning legislation, the 
Communists will hold their own in Kerala, holding 
out to the rest of India a picture that is, on the face 
of it, enticing and working hard for a spread of en- 
thusiasm. If Communist plans work out, Bombay will 
go next, followed by or simultaneously with Andhra 
and then Bengal. ‘The Central Government will then 
not be far away. Remember that Menon is not only a 
hater of all things Western, he is a Malayali and a 
fellow traveller and, as far as one can see, he is Nehru’s 
chosen successor. 

Soviet forces in Bulgaria, contrary to what the world 
press has been saying, have recently increased by a 
division-and-a-half. The half-division is an anti-aircraft 
force. The division is a technical force concerned with 
the building of rocket-launching bases. In Bulgaria, 
this project is entirely in Russian hands, and is clearly 
directed against Middle East targets. The Soviet fleet 
in the Black Sea has been very active. Since August, 
Bulgaria's Black Sea ports have been taken over by 
the Russians, who have imposed a news blackout in 
those areas. Units of the Russian fleet in those harbors 
include a completely new Soviet aircraft carrier — the 
first news of one in those waters. This constitutes a 
new and direct threat to Turkey and the Straits, and, 
combined with the rocket threat from Bulgaria, adds 
to the general strategic build-up in the Mediterranean. 

Mao Tse-tung himself has announced that during 
China’s second five-year plan, which begins next year, 
no more “democratic” reforms will be carried out in 
Tibet. This has come as a surprise to those who were 
not aware of China’s difficulties. The most important 
of these is the continuance of the Tibetan revolt, which 
was started by the warlike Khambas of Eastern Tibet 
early last year.

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PANORAMA OF TRAVAIL

September 28, 1957 
SUDDEN UPSURGE of turmoil, travail and fearfulness 
marked the arrival of autumn in the fateful year 
1957. The ailing world economy edged closer to 
the critical list as the business index in the United 
States declined ominously and American bankers, in 
convention at Atlantic City, voiced concern over the 
ravages of world-wide inflation. Russian penetration 
into the Middle East gained momentum as military 
supplies poured into her Syrian advance staging base. 
And President Eisenhower graphically bared the basic 
kinship between the welfare and police states when he 
ordered troops of the 10lst Airborne Division into 
Arkansas to force integration of the Little Rock public 
high school. 

All this, along with countless other portents, under- 
scores the fact that the world order is fast nearing 
the end of the line — the Biblically-foretold his- 
torical consummation when Divine judgment is to 
overtake a civilization founded on the spongy sand of 
human error and arrogance. Irresponsible government 
by vacillating, expediency-mad leaders has brought the 
Western world almost to the climactic moment when 
winds of strife within and without splinter their totter- 
ing structure. 

As the global crisis sweeps on, engulfing all nations, 
the time-patterns ever more clearly correlate day-to-day 
headlines with the broader outline provided by Scrip- 
tural prophecy. Events of warning or desolation are 
marked by time-measures of like import, while the 
numerical factors connoting judgment and displace- 
ment of the human world order recur with increasing 
frequency and urgency. 

Continuing to meet Communist expansion with too 
little too late, American officials indicated that military 
aid to Jordan would be stepped up as a result of Rus- 
sia’s penetration into Syria. Meanwhile, Russia flatly 
rejected the West’s package plan for a limited dis- 
armament program. 

The desolative connotations of these events are 
underscored by the lunar 1290-day interval separating 
them from March 7, 1954 when Nasser became military 
governor of Egypt. And a solar interval of 420 days 
links them to October 29, 1958. This important ter- 
minal will be 666 plus 2 x 1290 days after the UN 
voted international control of Jerusalem on December 
9, 1949. The 420 factor, a numerical symbol of judg- 
ment, is the 2520-day Biblical trial or probation period 
divided by the number of man and of human error 
and apostasy (6). 

Accelerating the world-wide drift toward chaos has 
been the breaking away of numerous small nations 
from the stabilizing sway of major Powers. Indonesia, 
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Ghana and many others have found independence 
disillusioning in the extreme and the ticket to an un- 
foreseen maze of insoluble difficulties. A new name was 
added to the list on August 31 when Malaya broke 
free from Great Britain. 

Malayan independence came 1290 days (desolation) 
after February 18, 1954 when the Asian peace confer- 
ence was called and 1600 (judgment) plus 1290 days 
after Russia recognized the Chinese Communist gov- 
ernment on October 2, 1949. Equally significant is the 
interval of 11 x 286 days (disorder, disintegration and 
displacement) linking August 31 to January 19, 1949 
when the Chinese Nationalists asked a cease-fire. And 
exactly 390 days (Israel’s chastisement) separate August 
31 from September 25, 1958, which falls 1290 plus 2 
x 286 days after the August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber 
terminal (Chart XLI). 

Kabul sources reported on September 2 that 25 Soviet 
officers were training Afghan military units to use 25 
million dollars worth of arms supplied by Russia. This 
was 666 days solar after the Big Four Foreign Ministers’ 
conference opened on October 27, 1955. The 666 time- 
factor, bearing the intensified significance of six, marks 
activities of forces in opposition to the establishment 
of God’s Kingdom on earth (Chart XXXIX). Note that 
on the August 23 mean terminal of this 666 cycle news 
headlines blazoned the story of Soviet “volunteers” 
pouring into Syria. 

President Eisenhower’s trouble-shooting envoy to the 
Mideast, Loy W. Henderson, returned to Washington 
on September 4 with the report that pro-Soviet moves 
by Syria imperilled the free world. The date signifi- 
cantly fell 286 days lunar (displacement) after the 
November 26, 1956 pro-Soviet coup in Syria (Chart 
XL). And a 420-day interval extends from September 
4 to October 29, 1958, which will be 1290 days (deso- 
lation) after the Bandung Conference opened. 

The United States, on September 5, decided to air- 
lift defensive weapons to Jordan and expedite arms 
deliveries to Lebanon, Iraq and Turkey. And in Lon- 
don, meanwhile, the protracted and sterile disarma- 
ment talks collapsed as the delegates agreed to recess. 
These developments fell on the solar terminal of 1260 
days (tribulation) after Nasser became Egyptian mili- 
tary governor and 2 x 390 days (Israel’s chastisement) 
after the Geneva “Summit” Conference opened (top 
of Chart XXXIX). 

The Washington Administration, still countering 
Soviet Mideast penetration with peashooter tactics, dis- 
closed on September 8 that it was sending police equip- 
ment to the Middle East along with other arms ship- 
ments to strengthen friendly Arab nations against in- 
ternal subversion. This was 286 days (displacement or 
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human error) after the November 26, 1956 pro-Soviet 
coup in Syria. A second displacement interval (286 
days solar) extends from September 8 to June 25, 1958. 
This significant terminal will be 8 x 390 days after 
the UN voted international control of Jerusalem on 
December 9, 1949 (Chart XL). 

September 8 also fell precisely 1040 days solar (frui- 
tion) after the agreement providing for British evacua- 
tion of the Suez Canal Zone was signed on October 
19, 1954. 

Stepping up a war of nerves, Russia, on September 
10, accused Turkey of massing troops along Syria’s 
frontier as a tool of the United States. It also accused 
the Israelis of plotting with the United States to destroy 
Syria. This was precisely 8 x 390 days after the Feb- 
ruary 24, 1949 Jewish-Egyptian armistice. In addition, 
September 10 fell 420 days lunar before October 29, 
1958. 
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Note from Chart XL the ominous pattern of Mid- 
east tribulation unfolded by the three terminals of the 
420 cycle extending to October 29, 1958. ‘The fact that 
the 1958 terminal links back to the Bandung Confer- 
ence is particularly pertinent. This meeting was a 
portentous step in the rousing of the heathen whose 
activities are to bring about the prophetically-pre- 
viewed global denouement. Russia, China, India, and 
a host of smaller nations, are unconsciously following 
a fateful highway leading to the “valley of decision.” 

Syria’s army chiefs arrived dramatically in Cairo on 
September 11 for urgent conferences with President 
Nasser and Egyptian military leaders. The date was 
1290 days (desolation) after the United States tested 
a deliverable H-bomb on March 1, 1954. And exactly 
420 days solar separate September 11 from November 
11, 1958, which closes a forty-year generation after the 
November 1918 Armistice (Chart XXXIX). 

(A striking combination of time-factors links the 
March 1, 1954 American H-bomb test to the August 
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20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal when Russia an- 
nounced her first H-bomb detonation. The interval in- 
volved is precisely 153 plus 40 days. This fact alone 
offers well-nigh incontrovertible proof of Divine over- 
ruling of human affairs. The two numbers betoken 
both the fiery trial (40) which is to close the age and 
the foreshortening for the sake of the Elect (153) which 
is to prevent the annihilation of “all flesh” in the 
holocaust.) 

The Israelis, on September 12, protested the arms 
buildup in the Middle East and asked for “crystal 
clear” assurances that the United States would oppose 
any aggression by her Arab neighbors. This came 286 
days solar after the November 1956 pro-Soviet coup in 
Syria and 286 days before June 25, 1958, which will be 
8 x 390 days after the UN voted international control 
of Jerusalem (Chart XL). September 12 also fell 666 
days lunar after Russia announced her “most power- 
ful” H-bomb test on November 26, 1955 (Chart 
XXXIX). 

Soviet Premier Bulganin, on September 13, accused 
Turkey of poising troops on Syria‘s frontier for an 
“American-planned” attack and warned that military 
action there could lead to world conflict. This was 420 
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days lunar after Egypt seized the Suez Canal on July 
26, 1956 (Chart XLI). 

The tide of turmoil next engulfed Thailand, head- 
quarters of SEATO and touted by Washington as an 
anti-Communist bastion in the Far East. On September 
17 an army coup ousted pro-American Premier Pibul 
Songgram. While avowedly pro-Western, the new lead- 
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ers were less staunchly so than the ousted Premier 
and more inclined to “play ball” with the Communists. 

The portentous Thailand coup came 11 (disorder 
and disintegration) times 1290 (desolation) days after 
the November 1918 Armistice. It was also 1290 days 
after Nasser became Egyptian military governor and 
390 days (Israel’s chastisement) after Suez talks ended 
in discord on August 23, 1956. Finally, precisely 420 
days separate September 17 from November 11, 1958, 
which closes a forty-year generation after the 1918 
Armistice (Chart XXXIX). 

Soviet and Syrian delegations, on September 19, 
opened discussions on economic aid for Syria’s six-year 
development plan. Meanwhile, Jordan told Syria that 
“International Communism” poses an imminent dan- 
ger to the Middle East. The developments came 420 
days after Egypt seized the Suez Canal and 1290 days 
solar after the Asian peace conference was called on 
February 18, 1954 (Chart XLI). 

Two Soviet warships, ostensibly on a “friendship” 
visit to the Syrian port of Latakia, were reported to 
be unloading supplies of heavy military equipment for 
Syria on September 22. Meanwhile, Israeli officials, 
concerned over worsening relations with Russia, ex- 
pressed a fear that the Soviets were attempting to make 
the Israelis end diplomatic relations. The develop- 
ments came exactly 666 days after November 26, 1955

ing, they will stop getting in each other’s way. When 
men everywhere begin to acknowledge God in all their 
ways, then all will experience the harmonious unfold- 
ing of a life lived according to the Divine design for 
the destiny of the world as a whole.

Anglo-Saxon Federation of America, reviewed the work of 
the Federation and commented upon the importance of the 
world-wide work of its official monthly organ, Destiny 
Magazine. The National Commissioner, Mr. Howard B. 
Rand, gave the Dedication Address, after which there was 
an open forum. 


A social hour followed the afternoon service and a catered 
dinner was served at 5 P.M. 
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when Russia announced her “most powerful” H-bomb 
test (bottom of Chart XXXIX). 

President Eisenhower’s hasty and capricious order 
sending Federal paratroops into Arkansas to enforce 
school integration plunged the nation into grave in- 
ternal dissension at the very time when the external 
crisis posed by Soviet Mideast penetration was nearing 
the explosion point. The President’s mailed fist tactics 
glaringly spotlighted the true colors of the monstrous 
New-Deal-Fair-Deal welfare state patched together by 
the entrenched bureaucrats on the Potomac. ‘Social 
Security,” compulsory union membership, school inte- 
gration, and whatever else the socialistic planners de- 
cide is good, must be imposed without regard to indi- 
vidual preference or the wishes of local communities. 
The bayonets which enforced compliance with integra- 
tion upon Little Rock dramatized how disastrously the 
rights of individuals and sovereign states have been 
whittled away under the cloak of Constitutional re- 
interpretation by leftist-liberal Supreme Court Justices. 

The Eisenhower order sending paratroops to Arkan- 
sas came 420 days lunar (the number of judgment) 
before November 11, 1958, which closes a forty-year 
generation after the 1918 Armistice (Chart XXXIX). 

On September 25 — 420 days solar after Egypt 
seized the Suez Canal — King Saud arrived in Damas- 
cus for a three-day visit aimed at easing Mideast ten- 
sions. Syrians were hopeful that the talks would revive 
a common front among Syria, Saudi Arabia and Egypt. 
Meanwhile, Syria charged Turkish Premier Menderes 
with open interference in Syria’s domestic affairs. 
(Chart XLI). 

Sooner or later, as the panorama of travail begets 
deeper public anxiety, many voices will theorize over 
the cause of the afflictions. No guesswork will be neces- 
sary. As an earlier wayward generation was told 
through the Prophet Jeremiah: 


“Why criest thou for thine affliction? Thy sorrow is incur- 
able for the multitude of thine iniquity: because thy sins 
were increased, I have done these things unto thee.” (Jer. 
30: 15.) 


In the long run, the way of man has never brought 
anything but sorrow, strife and trouble. No hope for 
an ordered world, or even for the continued existence 
of humanity, would be discernible were the course of 
future history to be left in human hands. It is because 
the way of God is to supplant the way of man that 
the assurance of an era of peace and stability already 
gleams behind the storm clouds. Again speaking 
through Jeremiah, God Himself declared: 


“On paths of delight I will lead them in jubilee to rivers 
of water, by a level way in which they cannot stumble, for 
I will be a father to Israel, with Ephraim as My firstborn.” 
(Jer. 31:9, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


Were the Lord of Creation to let his handiwork be 
destroyed by nuclear toys in the hands of His arrogant 
children, the Bible would surely say so. Instead the 
burden of the Scriptural prophets is one of chastise- 
ment, cleansing and correction. Through the supreme 
miracle of history, the dead-end impasse, in which 
America and Britain see only national annihilation, 
will be transformed into the gateway to the most glori- 
ous age of restored Israel.

Q. What interpretation can be taken 
from the following passage of Scrip- 
ture, which is from I Peter 3: 18-20: 
“By which also he went and preach- 
ed unto the spirits in prison’? 

M. G. B., Toronto, Canada 
A. The words “by which also” — 
that is, by the actions referred to in 
the preceding verse — He preached 
to the spirits in prison. These spirits 
in prison were the fallen angels who, 
according to II Peter 2: 4, were cast 
down to hell and in chains of dark- 
ness, being confined until the day of 
judgment. 

A careful analysis of I Peter 3: 18 
shows just how that preaching was 
accomplished. By His crucifixion 
Christ suffered once for sins, the just 
for the unjust, that He might bring 
us to God. The order is given: 

Ist: Being put to death in the 
flesh. 

2nd: Then quickened by the 
Spirit. 

Now to quicken is to make alive 
again. This occurred when three 
days after His death by crucifixion, 
He came forth in the resurrection. It 
was by this means — that is, by the 
fact of His resurrection — that the 
preaching, or witnessing, was done 
so that the fallen angels became 
aware of the certainty of judgment 
to come. 


“That witness was made to the angels 
who had failed to keep their first estate, 
sinning in the days of Noah, who are 
the spirits now in prison reserved for 
the day of judgment. Later Peter states: 

“‘God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to hell, and 
delivered them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment.’ (II 
Peter 2: 4.) 

“Angels are called spirits (Ps. 104: 4; 
Heb. 1:7 & 14) and it was to these im- 
prisoned spirits that Jesus bore witness 
through His resurrection (not by what 
He said but by what He did), showing 
them that they must face judgment. 
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Jude refers to these fallen angels as fol- 
lows: 

“ ‘And the angels which kept not their 
first estate [principality], but left their 
own habitation, he hath reserved in 
everlasting chains under darkness unto 
the judgment of the great day.’ (Jude 
6. 


“The nature of their sin is stated to 
be like that of Sodom and Gomorrah 
(see Jude 7). This irruption of fallen 
angels in the days of Noah was Satan’s 
attempt to prevent the coming of the 
Seed of the woman as foretold in Gene- 
sis 3:15. If he could accomplish this, 
God’s Word would have failed and his 
own doom would have been averted. 
With the resurrection of Jesus Christ, 
that which Satan had sought to prevent 
when the death of the Saviour was ac- 
complished was now brought about in 
glorious triumph and thus notice was 
served upon the spirits (fallen angels) 
that they could not escape judgment to 
come. Satan had lost the fight to pre- 
vent the accomplishment of the work of 
redemption, for Jesus had triumphed 
over him and over the grave.” (From 
Documentary Studies, Vol. III, pp. 470- 
471.)* 


Peter was stressing the importance 
of the resurrection, as pointed out in 
verse 21, while, in verse 22, he stated 
that, as a result of Jesus’ resurrec- 
tion, angels and authorities and 
powers would become subject to 
Him, even the spirits in prison. It is 
a mishandling of the facts here set 
forth to assume that, between our 
Lord’s death and His resurrection, 
He “went” anywhere to preach but, 
after He was quickened by the 
Spirit — that is, brought to life — 
this very fact in itself was a witness 
to the fallen angels chained in their 
prison of judgment to come when 
they would answer for their sins.

Q. Is there a possibility that Noah’s 
Ark is still in existence somewhere 
today? 

T. w., North Carolina 
A. When the Ark came to rest upon 
the Mountains of Ararat, the highest 
peaks of all the mountains of the 
earth were covered thirty feet or 
more by the waters of the Deluge. 
The top of Mount Ararat in Ar- 
menia would have been so far below 
the surface of the water that the Ark, 
with its draft of a little more than 
thirty feet, would have cleared this 
mountain by many feet. 

Until recent years, Mt. Ararat in 
Armenia was known as Mt. Massis. 
When Moses recorded the name of 
the resting place of the Ark, he 
knew where it was and could not 
have referred to a mountain in Ar- 
menia. He further designated the 
place as the Mountains of Ararat, 
indicating not a single mountain 
but a range of mountains. 

According to old geographies, the 
Hindu Kush Mountains, extending 
from the eastern extremity of the 
Himalayas, was called Caucasus. 
Now this is the name of the moun- 
tain range between the Black and 
the Caspian Seas. The Mountains of 
Ararat was the ancient designation 
of the high tablelands of Tibet. 
Tibet is a word from a Hebrew root 
which we find used in the Bible for 
the Ark of Noah. Legends from 
India tell us of the land of Arya- 
Varta in the northern highlands of 
Kashmir, whence the early patriarchs 
descended to replenish the earth. 
This name is but another form of 
Ararat. The mere fact that a moun- 
tain in Armenia has in recent years 
been given the name of Ararat indi- 
cates nothing more than the renam- 
ing of a mountain peak after the 
ancient name of a range of moun- 
tains known in early times as the 
Mountains of Ararat. 

After the Deluge the first migra- 
tion is recorded as coming from the 
east toward the west. Those early 
pioneers came to the plains of Shi- 
nar. Looking at a map, it will be 
seen that Armenia is due north of 
the Euphrates valley. However, the 
land of Kashmir is due east. Thus, 
from the north of India came Noah 
and his sons and, as they journeyed 
westward, the plains of Shinar lay 
before them. 

We might hazard a guess that the 
vessel used by Noah may be pre 
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served under many feet of snow and 
ice on the high plateaus of the 
mountainous land of Tibet. In due 
time God may allow it to be revealed 
to a skeptical world and further 
demonstrate the accuracy of His 
Word. 

The northern part of India has 
been the home of mysterious science 
from time immemorial. The very 
name Kashmir, or Kashdim, means 
“keeper of secrets.” May there not 
yet be interesting facts to come forth 
from that land when it is opened up 
to thorough exploration by quali- 
fied experts?

Q. Ezekiel, chapters 8 and 9, have to 
do with the abominations of Israel 
and Judah in Jerusalem. What is 
this terrible abomination that caused 
God to say He will set a mark in 
their foreheads and they are to be 
killed regardless of who they are? 
Did this happen? If not, when and 
where is it going to happen?

A. Actually it was only those who 
were spared from the slaughter who 
were marked on the forehead, be- 
cause they were the ones who were 
concerned about the abomination in 
their midst. The abomination was 
being practiced in secret by the 
elders of the people. It is called the 
“image of jealousy.” 

Actually they were indulging in 
idolatrous practices even within the 
confines of the Temple itself. The 
“image of jealousy” is identified with 
Tammuz or Adonis. He is repre- 
sented as a beautiful youth, loved 
by Venus and Mars. Her paramour 
became very jealous of him and sent 
a large boar that killed him. Thus 
the elders were worshipping an 
image of this youth who had fallen 
a victim of jealousy. 

This is borne out by the fact that 
Ezekiel declares he also saw the 
women lamenting for ‘Tammuz. 
This was Adonis, who is called the 
dead, for he was worshipped as one 
dead. We have a reference to the for- 
bidding of such recognition of the 
dead in the statement: 


“Ye shall not make any cuttings in 
your flesh for the dead, nor print any 


marks upon you: I am the Lord.” (Lev. 
19: 28.) 


In Ezekiel 8: 10 the prophet saw 
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images of animals and creeping 
things on the wall of the Temple 
portrayed as objects of worship. Evi- 
dently all this was privately being 
carried out by the Sanhedrin, along 
with the obscene rituals associated 
with such practices. In their worship 
of the dead, the women indulged in 
deep lamentation, wearing Priapean 
and other obscene images. After ex- 
tensive mourning this god was sup- 
posed to come to life, resulting in 
the most extravagant rejoicing as the 
women prostituted themselves in his 
honor. 

These evils caused God to issue 
the command for the slaughter that 
is portrayed in Ezekiel, chapter 9. 
Apparently the widespread immoral- 
ity and idolatry had affected young 
and old, maidens and even little chil- 
dren. Only those who raised their 
voices against the abomination in 
the midst of His people were spared 
and it was on their foreheads that 
the mark of Divine protection was 
placed. 

While the slaughter came upon 
that generation as predicted, it is 
also a record of a warning to all 
generations for, when God’s people 
turn away from Him to follow evil 
practices, He will move in judgment 
against them.

Q. As I understand from reading 
Destiny, Ezekiel 38 and 39 refer to 
Gog of Magog who is to come 
against the land of Israel. What is 
the meaning of Revelation 20: 7-9 
when “Gog and Magog” go forth to 
battle after the 1,000 years of mil- 
lennial reign? Inasmuch as the 1,000- 
year period has not yet taken place, 
it would appear that Gog and Ma- 
gog are to go forth to battle a thou- 
sand-plus years from now.

A. Ezekiel, chapters 38 and 39, defi- 
nitely refer to an attack by “Gog, of 
the land of Magog,” just as the pre- 
sent age comes to its close. This is 
not a description of the uprising 
described in the Book of Revelation, 
which occurs at the end of the mil- 
lennial rule of our Lord. Ezekiel’s 
description is of a Great Confeder- 
acy under the leadership of Gog, 
who is residing in the north. From 
that place as its headquarters, the 
attack is launched as the hordes of 
this Great Confederacy march south- 
ward. 

It was Amalek who fought against 


the Throne of Jehovah when Israel 
left the Wilderness of Sin (see Ex. 
17: 8-16 and Deut. 25: 17-19). Ezekiel 
indicates that the Great Confederacy 
organized in the latter days would be 
under the leadership of the descend- 
ants of Amalek. 


It was against this Confederacy 
that David prayed for protection as 
set forth in the 83rd Psalm, a prayer 
God later answered through the 
Prophet Ezekiel. The conflict to 
which Ezekiel refers is to be brought 
to an abrupt end by the direct inter- 
vention of God in behalf of His 
people (see Ps. 83: 15-18, Ez. 38: 22- 
23 and Joel 3: 16). 

The prophecy concerning Gog 
and Magog in the Book of Revela- 
tion cannot be considered in the 
same literal sense as the prophecies 
of Ezekiel. It must be remembered 
that Revelation is a book of symbol- 
ism; it is, nonetheless, a book of 
literal truths, although symbolically 
expressed. 

It is to be noted that the uprising 
described in Revelation 20: 7-9 is in 
the first place inspired by Satan after 
he is “loosed out of his prison.” The 
use of the terms “Gog and Magog” 
denotes that the same spirit of evil 
rebellion against God and aggression 
against His people are once more 
present. 

Owing to what is stated here in a 
few succinct sentences, we may con- 
clude that a conflict of world-wide 
proportions is again contemplated, 
the culmination of the germination 
of seeds of discord which were sown 
from generation to generation but 
could not ripen into active flower 
without the impetus provided by the 
loosing of Satan. While Ezekiel gives 
a definite geographical location for 
Gog, of the land of Magog, who de- 
scends from his north quarters, no 
such geographical location is given 
for these forces in Revelation. Here 
Gog and Magog are referred to as 
coming from the four quarters of 
the earth. 

This would indicate that the mo- 
tive that animated Gog in the attack 
upon Israel will, at the end of the 
millennial reign of our Lord, again 
actuate the foes of His Kingdom, but 
who will then be scattered over the 
face of the whole earth. Thus, the 
Kingdom Age began with the defeat 
of evil forces seeking the annihila- 
tion of the people of His Kingdom 
and it will end with the total de- 
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struction of those who are incorrig- 
ibly committed to conspire against 
His Kingdom and its righteousness.

year before World War II ended with the capitulation 
of Germany: 


“The first phase of World War II will end with the 
capitulation of Germany and the second phase will follow 
immediately with the Sovietization of Europe and the forma- 
tion of a world confederacy of the nations who are to join 
in the great combination that will move against the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples in the bid for world domination and 
power.” 


It was the extreme shortsightedness of Western lead- 
ership that was responsible for turning over to Soviet 
Russia large parts of Europe at the close of World War 
II and the Sovietization of this part of Europe has 
since followed, fulfilling the Biblical forecast. Now the 
leaders in the Kremlin feel they are in a position to 
move against the West. The stiffer attitude they mani- 
fest should be a warning to the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
world that the time has now arrived for a show of 
strength that is going to decide the question of freedom 
or slavery among nations for all time. 


Nevertheless, in the very face of this threatening 
menace as evil forces gird for battle, our government 
has set up a credit of $95,000,000 with Poland and has 
authorized trade with this Communist satellite on a 
par with our closest allies. Henceforth, Poland can buy 


industrial machinery, machine tools and, in fact, much 
that is needed by the Communist tyrants in their prep- 
aration for all-out war with the West. 


In lightening the Polish economic strain on Moscow, 
we are now contributing to the strengthening of the 
Kremlin at a critical time when such support is more 
than welcome. We sent scrap metal to Japan prior to 
Pearl Harbor, but we are doing better by Comrade 
Khrushchev in sending him, through Poland, finished 
products, besides relieving the economic pressure that 
would otherwise be engendered. Need we wonder that 
the Communists laugh at our gullibility? 


Again the question is asked: Is it stupidity on the 
part of our national leaders in Washington or is it a 
deliberate sellout by the enemy within? What is the 
power exercised over the Congress that persuaded the 
men assembled there who represent the American 
people to assent to a credit setup with Poland for such 
purposes, in the light of the known facts pertaining 
to the actual conditions in Poland and the Communist 
intrigue and duplicity? God has something to say about 
the type of leaders over His people who are playing 
fast and loose with the safety of the nation. He declares 
in Ezekiel 13: 14 that, when the storm breaks in its 
full fury, they will perish in it. Russia is already giving 
evidence that the day when the tempest of war will 
burst upon the world is not to be long delayed. 





How To Detect The Signs 


To find out what the signs of the times are, search the 
news columns of the daily press. The straws of news 
show which way the four winds of heaven are blowing. 
In these days of the coming cyclone, the alert can al- 
ready assess the meaning of the overcast international 
skies as flares of turbulence and trouble light up the 
horizon. 


If, however, you wish to be lulled to slumber, or to 
remain asleep, read the rot and chew the chaff filling 
many columns of the daily newspapers, or doze over 
the plated matter and the comic strips on the inside 
pages. But remember this: 


“Surely the Lord God will do nothing, but he revealeth 
his secret unto his servants the prophets. The lion hath 
roared, who will not fear? The Lord God hath spoken, who 
can but prophecy?” (Amos 3: 7-8.) 


That there would be those who would understand 
is clear from the information given to the Prophet 
Daniel: 
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“None of the wicked shall understand; but the wise [that 
is, the teachers] shall understand.” (Dan. 12: 10.) 


Thus we live in a time of paradox. It is a day of 
darkness and also of light; an age of apostasy, but a 
time of alertness; a day of indifference, but an hour of 
expectancy. Prophecy, which is history prewritten, be- 
comes only intelligible to those who see in history 
prophecy fulfilled.

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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘‘Judah”’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘“The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.” 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘*‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times.

assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni-
